An Opium Farm. 


Not far from Macao, at the month of 
the Canton river, China, 1b an opium 
‘‘farm .” 
Standing in a courtyard la 
the great wooden building devoted to 
opium manufactures, and in its vesti­ 
bules are heaps of brown balls, not un­ 
like cocoanuts. 
T w o coolies, seated, 
cut them open and remove the black, 
jam like substance 
they contain—the 
compressed poppy. The outer covering 
Is a thick layer of dried leaves. 
In ­ 
side the building the whole place is 
full of smoke, arising from a hundre 
charcoal 
fires 
in 
open 
earthenware 
“ chattis,” placed in a row around the 
walls. 
Over each fire rests a shallow 
brass pan in which bubbles a mixture 
of poppy and water. 
This m ixture is 
strained through paper and passes on 
to be more carefully boiled In the next 
room 
where the process is exactly 
similar. 
From there it goes to another 
room where the sirup is reduced to the 
consistency of treacle over slow fin*. 
In another building the opium is pack­ 
ed in tiny cans aud placed in cases aud 
sealed with Hie government seal.
